When 
near the opening a fall of rock came 
from the roof, catching him across the 
middle of the body, crushing him and 
injuring him internally. A physician 
was summoned who saw at a glance 
his serious condition and started to 
convey him to the hospital in an auto- 
mobile, but the young man died be- 
fore reaching there. He was married 
to a Miss Smith a little over a 
ago, who survives him with a child of 
tender years. Deceased resided ion 
the Watts farm about 1 1-2 miles 
from this ;plac«. He was aged apout 
27 years.
